Ir may be expedient to apprize the Subscribers to this work, and Tamil Scholars in ge- 
neral, that the revision of the first part of the late Dr. Rottler’s labors, in preparing this Dic- 
tionary, was committed successively to two Tamil Scholars in the Honorable Company’s 
Service. It being inconvenient to them to continue the labor of revision, this second part 
was revised by the Author himself, assisted by the Reverend A. F. Cen.merer, and the same 
College Moonshee that had been, by the liberality of Government, appointed to aid in the 
former part. The revision so conducted by the Author, up to the period of his lamented de- 
cease, comes down to page 204. Of this part the further revision, with the same native as- 
sistance, was confided to the Reverend William Taylor in May 1836, by the Committee of the 
Society for Propagating the Gospel in Foreign Parts: the copy right by the Author’s will, 
having been bequeathed to the Vepery Mission Press. 


There will be perceived, in consequence, some difference of manner in these two portions 
of this second part; and in both, perhaps, from the preceding first part. A gradual transition 
from page 204 to a severer revision may be perceptible, as the present Editor did not feel at 
first justified in applying quite so firm a hand, as subsequently seemed requisite. The revi- 
sion has been laborious. In addition to a great multiplicity of corrections, and some additions, 
complete portions have been entirely written anew: all references have been verified; the 
Sanscrit ones corrected, in the orthography, to the uniform standard of Sir W. Jones’ system ; 
and at least twice the former number of those references have been added. As these refer- 


ences were begun with the first edition of Professor Wilson’s Sanscrit Dictionary, it has been

_ judged expedient to adhere to that edition, for the sake of uniformity, but should a second 
edition of this Tamil and English Dictionary ever be issued, it would be desirable to refer to 
the Second Edition of the learned Professor's work, which issued from the Calcutta press, 


after the printing of this Dictionary had been commenced. 


The present Editor can, with propriety, offer no observation on the first half of this part ; 
and however laborious the revision of the portion in which he has been concerned may have 
been, still it must be remembered that no work of this kind can, in a first edition, be said to 
be perfect. Faults that may be perceived will therefore, itis hoped, be viewed at least 
with candor. A second edition, conducted by one single hand, could alone give, to this very 
valuable and greatly needed work, the character of one homogeneous, or strictly uniform, 
whole. g
